|The Killing of Love at West Point, Mississipp!i—A 


Letter Written Before the. Affray—How Eight 
Thousand Cigars Fell Inte Official Hands 
~Two Young Girls Acquitted. 


SAVANNAH. October .25.—The dead body of 
the fireman of the British Imbros, 
was found on the street here Sunday morning. 
His throat was cut. The murdered man was 
five feet five inches high, with gray eyes, light 
hair and mustache, and a slight goatee. He 
was dressed in dark pants, two dark woolen 
striped shirts, a black vest, dark blue coat and 
a pair of knitted drawers. On his leftarm 
was found marked with India ink, a fish and 
a wine glass, while on his right ‘J. P. 1871,’’ 
was found pricked in with the same ink. Sub-

| sequent investigation developed the fact that 
| he was the fireman of the British steamship 


Imbros, which arrived here from Port Royal 
a few days ago, and is now lying in this port. 
All that has as yet been developed regard- 
ing the murder is that the murdered man had 
been ata dance the night before and it ,is 
thought that while there a difficulty. ensued 
between him and others present, and that he 
was afterwards set upon and killed. When 
found he was lack in the face,and his tongae 
was protruding as if he had been choked, and 
further investigation revealed the fact that 
his throat was cut. There is little doubt, 
therefore, that he was first badly choked and 
then murdered, It was found impossible to 
hold an inquest on = yesterday, so, 
by order of the corone¥, the body was- taken 
out to Laurel Grove cemetery, it is 
now lying awaiting an inquest to-day, at 
which other facts tending to solve the mys- 
tery will be actuated. 

Six men known to have 
with the have been arrested 
on suspicion of being conneeted the 
crime, Their names are Charles Thompson, 
Henry Bass, Peter Carr, John McBride, John 
King and Charley — , all white. Of these 
Henry Bass, who isasailor on the British 
steamship Venice, also in pert, was arrested 
by Sergeant Killourhy, of the police force, 
just as he was about to enter hisship. When 
taken in charge his clothing was covered with 
blood, and cireumstances point’ to him,as 
either the murderer, or as having been inti- 
mately connected with the crime. Other per- 
sons ure also known to have been too much 
mixed upin it to be permitted to go at large, 
and last night preparations were being made 
for their arrest, and they doubtless are at this 
moment keeping, company with their com- 
rades at the barracks.

Laxcasten, N. H., October 25.—The grand 
jury, which has been occupied nearly three 
days in hearing testimony concerning the 
Towne-Bugbee poisoning atfair, completed its 
labors late fo-night, and notwithstanding the 
required secresy of the jury-room it has leak- 
ed gut that no indictment will be found. The 
circumstances of the poisoning were brieily as 


was | follows: On July 15, 1880, Hattie Bugbee, azed 


15,an only child of Dr. Prank Bugbee, and 
vgramddaughter of Barton G. Towne, “die@’of 
malignant diphtheria. On the 21st of the same 
month Mrs. Bugbee and on the 23d the ser- 
vant girl died of the samedisease. On the 6th 
of Septeniber, 10th of December and 21st of 
February, respectively, Dr. Bugbee, Mrs. 
Towne and Mr. Towne died in the order 
named, of what was generally supposed to be 
blood poisoning, contracted while caring for 
sick. A post mortem examination by 
Professor Edward 8. Wood, of Harvard med- 
ical college, proved conclusively that the 
deaths of Mr. and Mrs. Towne and Dr. Bugbee 
were caused by arsenical poisoning. An ex- 
amination of the internal organs of Mrs. 
Bugbee was also made, and no poison found. 
Attorney-General Tappan, under whose di- 
rection the examination of the bodies was 
made, ordered a thorough investigation of 
the whole matter, To this end the testi- 
mony of the attending physicians, 
nurses, and all others who — assisted 
in the care of the sick ones was taken. That 
the poisoning was intentional there seemed to 
be no reasonable doubt, and the suspiicons of 
the authorities were directed to Mrs, Nellie 
T. May, an adopted daughter of Mr. Towne, 
The Towne 
and Bugbee houses were but a few yards 
apart, and Mrs. May, then unmarried, made 
her home with either family, according as 
her services might be required; and, although 


| the diphtheria cases referred to were of a ma- 


lignant type, she was constant in her minis- 
trations, regardless of exposure to the deadly 
contagion, and her faithfulness during the 
sickness in both families was commented on 
on all hands. It is claimed by her accusers 
that motives both of revenge and pecuniary 
vain could be proven. It seems, however, 
that the evidence proved to be entirely cir- 
cumstantial, and was deemed insutticient to 
Warrant an indictment. 

Mrs. May, who has always borne an excel- 
lent reputation, is prepossessing in appear- 


/ance, well educated, having been a successful 
' school teacher, and has for many vears been a 


member in good standing of the Mct edis: 
church. Public opinion has all along been 
strongly in her favor, and there is a general 
feeling of satisfaction manifested at the result. 

Mempnis, Tenn., October 21.—The report of 
the killing of D. L. Love, at West Point, 
Mississippi, to-day by Lanier, for slandering 
his (Lamier’s) wife, was not unexpected in 
this city by parties who were acquainted with 
certain facts connected with the affair. The 
killing was doubtless caused by the action of 
Love, who, it is alleged, when he learned that 
Miss Johnson, of Huntsville, had married 
Lanier, had printed on the backs of some 
three hundred wedding cards which announeed 
his and Miss Johnsun’s approaching wedding, 
a gross slander, too vulgar to indicate its 
character, and these cards were generally cir- 
culated by him in Huatsville and vicinity. 
Many of these curs reached Memphis, and 
are stillthere in the possession of several 
gentlemen. It was published in one of the 
Chattanooga, Tenn.,papers, of the 6th instant, 
that Love had been killed by Lanier, but the 
publication was premature. Love, on the Isth 
instant, published a card in the Memphis Ap- 
peal. Among his statements are the following: 
‘“‘T was engaged to Miss Johnsor when she mar- 
ried Lanier; had been for some months, 
and everybody in Huntsville knew it; that I 
had ecards printed after she married, out of re- 
venge, etc., is-false. She, her mother and our 
friends saw specimens of the cards before she

New York, October 25.—Assistant United 
States District-Attorney Wallace has begun 
suit in the United States district court for the 
forfeiture of 8,000 cigars, which were smug- 
gled into this port from Ilavana on the steam- 
er City of Washington. It appears that on 
Thursday last, as the steamer was passing 
quarantine after nightfall, two or three cus- 
tom house offieers, who were in that neigh bor- 
hood in a row-boat, on the watch 
glers, saw a lighted lantern dropped over the 
stern, swung backward and forward and then 
hauled up again. This signal was repeated 
three or four times. The customs officers 
rowed up to the steamer to ascertain the 
cause for this extraordinary signal, and as 
they pulled up under the stéamer’s stern 
several packages were lowered to them with- 
outa word being spoken on either side. A 
hasty examination of the packages showed 
that they contained cigars, and disclosed the 
fact that the smugglers on the steamer had 
mistaken the men in the row-boat for their 
confederates. The cigars were taken to the 
seizure room of the custom house, and suit 
was begun for their forfeiture: Upon the 
arrival of the steamer at her berth she was 
boarded by ether customs officers andan effort 
made to tind out who were the smugglers, and 
though a thorough examination of the sub- 
officers and crew was made, no one could be 
found who knew anything about the signal 
or the packages of cigars, and the guilty par- 
ties consequently escaped arrest,

“Very well,’ replied Mr. Dyer. ‘‘They are 
taking to civiled ways very rapidly, and are 
much mere tractable than you would think. 
They all wear citizens’ dress now, and are the 
most industrious farmers you could imagine.” 

“What trives are stationed with you?” 

“The Quapaws, Peorias, Miamis, Ottoways, 
Wvandottes, Senecas, Shawnees, and the 
remnant of the once famed Modocs.’’ 

‘How many of the Modocs remain?” 

“About 100. They are quiet and docile, 
and are not at all like the tiends of the lava 
beds. Scar-Paced Charley, Captain- Jack's 
old partner, is the chief now, anda better be- 
haved old farmer could searcely be found.

FRANKLIN MINES. 


A Lady Writer Corrects Some Errors fer Mr. Moore. 

We give the following letter, written bya 
worthy lady, related to the parties mentioned

Eprrors ConstitctTion: In your WEEKLY 
ConstTITUTION of the 18th of October, there ap- 
eared a letter written by A. H. Moore, in re- 
ation tothe Franklin mines. In this letter 
he panders to the idea that man is fond of the 
marvelous, Which is fully made manifest, not 
as regards the valine of the mine. itself, or of 
its great importance, but as to the history of 


out her existence en a one mule farm,” and 
then suddenly rising to opulence by bein 
the fortunate drawer of this very rich gol 
mine, which enabled her to educate her sons; 
and also, “by a happy coincidence, a young 
man by the name 7. Mi ‘Donald drew a lot ade 
joining Mrs. Franklin's, and which proved 
equally rich. McDonald married one of Mrs, 
Franklin’s daughters. made his fortune from 
his mine, and subsequently became governor 
ofthe state. Itseemsa pity to destroy this 
beautiful romance by introducimg such com- 
mon place things as facts. It is > te to histo- 
ry that truth should be told. Mrs. Franklin 
never was the “indigent widow’’ your corres- 
pondent represented her to be. She was the 
daughter of General Cleveland, who distim- 
guished himself asa _ colonel at the battle of 
King’s Mountain, in the revolutionary war, 
was married to Mr. Franklin in 1800 
and became a widow in 1826, with 
six sons and one daughter, who was married 
to the late Charles McDonald in 1819, who 
according to the statement of his intimate 
friend and contemporary, Henry G. Lamar, 
“commenced the practice of law in the year 
1818, and in the year 1822 was elected by the 
legislature, solicitor-general of the Flint cir- 
cuit, which office he filled till 1825, when he 
was elected judge of the same circuit. In 1830 
he was elected to the house of representatives, 
from the county of Bibb. In 1834, and again 
in 1837, he was returned to the state senate 
from the county of Bibb. In 1839 he was 
elected governor of the state, and re-elected 
in 1841. He has been for many years, and 
was at the time of his death, a trustee of the 
state university, was president of the Nash- 
ville convention, and in 1857, was elected to 
the supreme court bench, which office he 
held till the fall of 1859, when declining 
health constrained him to resign. A few 
months of variable health after his resigna- 
tion terminated his career. 

Thé drawing of the gold lottery did not take 

lace till the winter of 1832 and 1833, thus show- 
ingthat Mr. McDonald had been married to 
Mrs. Franklin’s daughter near about thirteen 
years, and had become’ a prominent lawyer 
and a judge long before Mrs. Franklin drew 
her gold lot. She was left at the death of 
her husband with the above mentioned fam- 
ily, a house and plantation and quite a num- 
ber of negroes. She sold her real estate in 
Morgan county, where her husband died, by 
the advice of Dr. Moses Waddell, president of 
the state university and removed to Athens, 
Georgia, for the purpose of educating her 
sons, and invested her means partly in a 
house and lot, putting out her younger ne- 
groes to learn trades, such as boot and shoe 
makers, blacksmiths, carpenters, and seam- 
stresses, and the old and still younger ones on 
afarm which she purchased near Athens for 
the purpose of naking provisions and supply- 
ing herself with wood. By her great energy, 
good judgment, perseverance aid manage- 
ment, she colemaiied the purpose for which 
she went to Athens, and was enabled to give 
her sons professions, two of whom graduated 
as physicians in Philadelphia, one at New 
Haven as a lawyer. The two others studied 
law in their native state, the oldest having 
departed this life just as he was 
about to graduate in the Franklin 
college at Athens; nearly all of them had grad 
uated before she even drew her lot. In the 
year 1845 (then a resident of Macon), finding 
her negroes unprofitable on account of habits 
contracted there, she determined 
to remove them to ‘*mines,”’ 
which she accordingly iel, ac- 
companied by her youngest son, who had 
been a practicing physician for several years. 
She had au mill constructed, which she after- 
wards improved as profits accumulated, and 
also added to her landed possessions, They 
were soon followed by another son, Dr. M. A. 
Franklin, who was a learned geologist and 
mineralogist of his day, and who, in conse- 
quence of his intimate acquaintance with 
some of the first seientists of Philadelphia, 
was enabled to make many valuable 
assuys of her minerals, as those sciences 
were understood at that day 
The assays he made were all of the most flat- 
tering character, and some of the sulphurets 
of copper were said to contain 66 per cent of 
pure gold, but the processes then used were so 
expensive that they preferred to beat up the 
pure quartz with the mill then in use. They 
were always satisfied that in consequence of 
the imperfections of their machinery, they 
never obtained more than balf the gold; but 
even in this way they realized from $150 to 
w50 per week. This was a very profitable 
business, and whilst the doctor was always 
confident, from his knowledge of geology, that 
there were immense beds of rich ore below, 
they were satisfied with letting well enough 
alone, and not going to the expense which a 
full development would involve. 

Asto Mrs. Franklins’ going to the mines, 
‘“mounted on her little mule,’ Ido not say 
that she did not go in some such way on her 
first trip, granting that she made it, but I 
never knew of her makingit, butI do say 
that itis not probable that she should have 
done so, and alone, when she possessed a con- 
veyance and horses of her own, and grown 
sons to have accompanied her. Mr. Moore 
no doubt published these things as ‘‘facts’’ in 
good faith, but 1 do know whereof I write 
when I say he was wide of his mark, as the 
statistics demonstrate.

An Interesting Interview. 

SECRETARY RYCKMAN MAKES SENSIBLE RE- 
MARKS TO A CINCINNATICOMMERCIAL REPORTER. 
The Cincinnati Commercial, of the 24th, cohtains 

an interesting interview between its correspondent 

and Mr. J. W. Ryckman, the secretary of the expo- 
sition company. Wetransfera portion of the in- 
terview to ourcolumns. The correspondent asked 

Mr. Ryckman if the exposition would be followed 

by any immediate increase in manufactures in the 

south. He replied: 


“Without a possible doubt, but it will be a merely 
ephemeral advancement so far as Georgia is con- 
cerned, unless a sudden and very marked improve- 
ment takes place in the composition of the legisla- 
ture. Men whorepudiate such an industrial event 
as the cotton exposition are not calculated to build 
up the fortunes of a state. The failure of the legis- 
lature toappropriate money to make a creditable 
Cheplay ofthe products and capabilities of Georgia 
will do more damage than can - repaired in a life 
time. While the Carolinas and Florida are repre- 
sented by splendid exhibits of their productions 
gathered together through large appropriations. 
Georgia has a very meager display, coutributed by 

rivate individuals. Had any interest been mani- 

ested by the authorities, Georgia could have 
outstripped all other states, aud as a natural effect 
you would have seen emigrants pouring into her 
fertile districts. But whatever is the result to 
Georgia of her legislative narrow-sizhtedness, the 
general effect of the exposition will be marvelous. 
Any ordinary observer must see that the industria] 
migration of the present day is steadily to the 
south, There isa movement of capitai and hardy 
labor into the cotton states that will fo:m th» 
foundation stone of permanent wealth. Alread\ 
the development of many of the industries of the 
south resents characteristics strikingly resembling 
those of nations conspicuous in history for indus- 
trial prosperity. During the recent opportunity I 
have had of examining the manufactures of the

south, I have been struck by the eviacenee afforded | 


hat they represent a migration and transfer that 


will sgn attain much greater proportions, and 
which even nowW deserves publie attention as an 
important interest. If this is, in fact, the natural 
line of movement from other countries and other 
sections of this country, the matter is worthy of con- 
ideration on higher grounds than those which are 
merely commercial or industrial in the business 
sense. Therelation of these industries to the pros- 
perity of the cities where they exist, and to that of 
the nation in which they form a prominent feature 
of general business is singularly marked. Where 
heretofore the peo “le have been negligent of educa- 
tion, and have datoted themselves primariby to 
pursuits of agriculture by prignitive methods, the 
infusion of the mechanic arts among them produces 
higher and more advanced developments. The 
starting of a mill or factory is the signal for a search 
of employment; an ordinary field hand, by regular 
gradation, becomes an expert carder or spinner 
or what not. Where there was no practical idea 
of manual work, the seutherner§ has sud- 
denly become a vigilant inquirer after knowledge. 
Without neglecting the great fields that form the 
basis of southern prosperity, the sons and daugh- 
ters are being trained to useful carcers in the new 
industrial regime. Noone can fail to remark the 


by ‘heir new relation to industry and its cultivating 
influences. This altered state of affairs, from inert 
blindness to veal and energy, must inevitably accu- 
mulate wealth more rapidly than was ever possible 
heretofore. This awakening of the southern peo- 
ple to their real material interest is a cause for na- 
tional congratulation. The south has been vastly 
undervalued. She is very yreat: greatin water 
powers, minerais, timbers, soil and climate, and in 
the up-building capability of her people.’’ 

“Are southern manufactures, as a rule, as pros- 
perous as those of the northeast?’ 

“No one can deny that the most important suc- 
cesses have attended the effort to establish the cot- 
tom manufacturing industry here, and that it repre- 
sents an extent of employment of productive 
ywerin laomsand machinery unexampled in a 
like period. It has already caused much needless 
xlarm among the cotton Sg of New England. 
Even so liberal a man as Mr. Edward Atkinson has 
expressed his alarm at the sudden uprising of these 
southern factories, yet their progress can no more 
affect the business of New England than Philadel 
phia can deplete the looms of Munchester. The 
southern people are aware thatif permanent suc 
cess is to attend the present fortunate opening of 
cotton manufacturesin the south they must be 
prosecuted with New England thoughtfulness and 
thoroughness, and their general features must be 
controled by men of far-reaching ability. The 
rivalry of New England with the great work going 
on in the south must disappear beside and respect 
forit. I am well aware thatit will not be admitted 
in many quarters, that this movement has gone so 
faras I claim, but this point is not material if the 
facts of rapid progress in that direction are con- 
eeded,”’ 

“Whatisthe present extent of textile manufac- 
tures in the south?” 

“The magnitude of these industries is so imper- 
fectly reported in any recent publication that I am 
not able to give any very definite measures in rela- 
tion tothem. The total’manufacture of.raw cotton 
in the south of the crop of 1880 was 221,337 bales, of 
which Georgia manufactured 76 572 bales. The net 
profits of seventeen millsin South Carolina rary from 
i38 to 2 per cent.. and some of the Georgia 


mills have been even more prosperous, sev- 
eral paying as high as 35 to 40 per cent.

We printin this morning's CONSTITUTION a 
remarkable letter from the Fallon Brothers 
of Philadelphia.

The fizst impulse of this remarkable letter 
will be to pronounce it absurd—and if it is 
believed, to ascribe the success of this year's 
planting to mere accident, The idea of grow- 
ing cotton as acropin Pennsylvania is cer- 
tainly a startling one. But let us not dismiss 
it as entirely impracticable until we have 
thought over the possibilities of fertilizers, 
and the developments that must come from 
their perfection. The§chief difficulty to rais- 
ing cotton in many northern climes has been 
the impossibility of getting a mature crop in 
the short season between frosts.

that it will flower, boll and mature in the 
proper season and produccits crop. Se great 
is the advance made in the manufacture of 
fertilizers that the intelligent farmer can feed 
to the soil the exact elements that it lacks, 
just as a physician will doctor a sick person.

000 of them Thursday, and that otber brokers in 
that city are buying considerable amounts of them.

has been fruitful. We feel proud of our succers 
and desire toexhibit it at your exposition. We 
doubt notit will be of very great interest to our 
southern friends who have always contended that 


cotton could not be grown further north than the 
40th dogree. Now that it has been conclusively | 
proven otherwise itis our intention to pfant next 
year 0 acres, and feel contident of a success as to 
the quality, quantity and profitableness. 

Asa matter of interest we beg to state the follow- 
jug facta as to the time of starting and method of 
growing. Our spring being very late—frost up to 
the th of May—we were unable to plant before 
then, our earth being rather sandy and well fertil- 
ized.

Preliminary Trial of stevens and Adams. 
Special to The Constitution. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE, October 25.—The mixture 
in the affair, which has lately caused so much 
comment in our midst, is still greater. If 
anything, it is greater now than ever before. 
The prisoners, Aleck Stevens and Jeff Adams, 
were brought back here from Warrenton and 
placed in the sheriff's office of the courthouse. 
A preliminary trial was to have taken place 
yesterday. Judge Potie did not come and it 
was postponed until Thursday. The strange- 
ness of the whole affair is exciting considera- 
ble comment. The attorneys for the defense 
are particularly indignant. Sievensand Adams 
ure under surveillance of our sheriff. This 
morning a Democrat reporter visited the 
room in which the prisoners are confined, and 
had the following interview with Jeff Adams: 

“Jeff, when the sheriff and the detectives 
carried you to Warrenton, what did they do 
with you?” 

“They took us up in thesheriff’s room, and 
then up stairs to the jury room.”’ 

“After this, what occurred? State to me 
exactly how it was, how it occurred and what 
Was said.” 

“Well, Mr. Jackson took me down stairs 
again. Captain Alley was with him.” 

‘Well, what did they do?” 

“They asked me whar was I on the day Mr. 
Amos Ellington was buried. I told them | 
went out to my aunt’s, Betsy Leslie’s. Then 
they wanted to know where Mr. Aleck Ste- 
vens went. Itold them he wentoutto his 
brother’s, Mr. Billy Stevens’s. Then heask- 
ed me if he and I didn’t both go up there and 
carry the wagon. Itold him ‘No, we 
didn’t.’ Hesaid Mr. Ben Moore’s daughter 
said she saw me and Mr. Aleck Stevens come 
past her house Sunday with a sheet over 
something in a one-horse wagon.”’ 

‘After this, Jeff, what was said to you by 
the detective? What other inquiries did 
they put you?” 

“Then Mr. Jackson said that she would get 
up on the stand and swear to it. Captain A|l- 
ley asked me what's the reason we wasn't to 
the burying. I told him beeause I didn’t 
know anything about Mr. Ellington’s being 
dead. Then he ‘lowed and asked me, who 
was to the buryin’? Itold him a good many 
was there, I didn’t know who they was, but 
[ heerd there wasa good many. He ‘lowed 
too, ‘Yes, you’s the two very rascals that did 
the devilment, and we have got you, too!’
